NON-INTERCOURSE—No. IX. 


Before I take the general review of the 
provisions of this act, a question arising 
out of Mr. Gallatin’s circular No. II. 
must be a little more particularly consid- 
ered. 

“ There is nothing in the law, (says 

| Mr. Gallatin) which forbids the sale of 
American vessels abroad : but the con- 
diticn of the bond required by the thir- 
teenth section is, that they shall not fro- 
ceed to British or French forts. This 
condition of the bond will be considered 
forfeited, and the bond put in suit, if, pri- 
or to their return to the United States, 
and during the continuance of the act, they 
shall proceed to such port, whether they 
have been sold or remain the property of 
the same owners.” 

As I understand, that at this time, the 
merchants feel more interest and are more 
seriously affected by this decision of Mr. 
Gallatin’s, than by any question that has 
arisen, or is likely to arise, under the Act, 
I will devote this number to an examina-

Those who have never examined the 
act and the Circular for themselves and 
compared them together, must think I 
have misquoted one or the other: For, 
they will see, that they are at direct vari- 
ance. The act requires a bond that the 
vessel shall not proceed tu any British or 
French port, “ during the voyage :* and the 
Secretary declares that the bond will be 
forfeited if she proceeds, to any such port 
“* during the act,” 
ceeds to declare expressly what shall 
considered a performance of the condi- 
tion of the bond, in the following man- 
ner: 

“ And the party or parties to the above 
mentioned bond, shall, within a reasona- 
ble time after the date of the same, to 
be expressed in the said bond, produce to 
the collector of the district, from which 
the vessel shall have been cleared, a cer¢i- 
ficate of the landing of the same, in the 
same manner asis provided by law for the’ 
landing of goods exported with the privi- 
lege of drawback ; on failure whereof, the 
bond siall be put in suit; and in every 
suit judgment shall be given against the 
defendant or defendants, unless proof shall 
be produced of such relanding or Joss at 
sea.” 

According to this the bond is to contain 
in its condition, a specific length of time, 
‘within which the obligors must produce 
a certificate that the goods have been land- 
ed agreeably to the clearance ; if he does 
not, and only in that event, the bond is 
considered forfeited ; but if he does and 
tenders this certificate tg the Collector, 
the bond must. be given up ; just as in 
the case of bond far drawback, where the 
tender of the certificate is conclusive, the 
words being “ That all [suth] bonds” 
“ shall and may be discharged by prudu- 
cing,” a certificate,” &c. So that the col- 
lector would refuse to give up the. bond, 
at his peril. Should he do so, trover 
would fie. But if the obligor, should lose 
his curtificate, or by any meaus be unable 
to produce it, the collector cannet take no- 
tice of any other evidence ; the bond must 
then be put in suit, and the defendant 
must produce his other proof to a jury, 
which must be either proof of, rejanJing 
or proof of loss at sea; butif the jury are 
satisfied as to either, the verdict must be 
for the defendant. 

Such are all the provisions relating. to 
bonds in the 13th section, on which Mir. 
Gallatin relies, and it is the only section 
in the act which by any construction can 
be brought to bear on the question before 
us. After the, most careful examination 
of it, there is but asingle phrase on whieh 
there is the least roum for even the ap- 
pearance of doubt; thatis, “ during she 
voyage.” Werel disposed tobe severe 
on the Secretary, I should say it affords 
very strong presumptive evidence that he 
himself was scusiblc ‘xe sect would pot 
bear the coustruction he gives it, by dis 
misquoting the words of it, and instead of 
“during the voyege,” inserting * during 
the Act.”

From the Boston Reftertory. 


When men appeal to the passions, in- 
stead of reason, an subjects which admit 
of reasoning, it is always and justly con- 
sidered a proof of conscious weakness—of 
distrust in the correctness of the ground 
they assume. But when an appeal is 
made to the passions, by taking for facts. 
positions which are.directly opposite to 
the truth, it shews not only a want of ar- 
gument, but a want of principle. 

We have recently observed, with aston- 
ishment and some indignation, that an at- 
tempt has been made to win people from 
their federalism, by exciting compassion 
for Mr. Avani, late President of the U- 
nited States, who has thought proper to 
abandon his principles and his friends. 
And to excite this compassion, both he 
and his new admirers, have the boldness 
to assert, that he has been calumniated by 
the federal presses } and maltreated Ly the 
federalists ! 

Of whatever tergiversation and ingrat- 
itude this venerable gentleman may be 
guilty, we have no disposition to animad- 
vert on his conduct; but we feelin duty 
bound to acton the.defensive, when .we 
ate so unjustly criminated. Weare hap- 
py that, in this case, the public must judge, 
not from speculation, but from facts ;— 
facts which are capable of the most per- 
fect demonstration. 

It is impossible for us to comprise in 
these few remarks, the ‘language of the 
federal presses, during Mr. “Adams’s ad- 
ministration ; but as files of every federal 
paper of consequence can be examined, 
we confidently appeal to them for proof, 
that Mr. Adams’s measures had their u- 
niform and decided support.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


From the London Sun of March 7. 


The report which we have given of the 

debate in the House of Commens last 

night, renders it unnecessary for us to en- 

ter into observations on a subject which 

has indeed been so often discussed that 

it is hardly possible to throw a new light 

on it. The Orders in Council were 

called for by policy, as well as by a re- 

gard to cur national rights and character. 

If those Orders had not been issued, A- 

mertica, as has been justly observed, would 

have engrossed all the Continental trade 

to berself. and Bonaparte’s Decrees would, 

im effect, have really operated as a block- 
ace against this country. The partiality 

of the American Government towards 

France is toowbvious, and if we quietly 
permitted America to carry on her trade 
with that country, the American peopl. 
would doubtless have approved of meas- 
ures by which they would profit; but 
now’ they oppose that partiality, because 
it has nearly ruined their commerce. It 
has demonstrated that the Berlin Decree 
had been deeply injurious to our trade, 
which gradually rose after the Orders in 
Council kad been issued; and as it was 
a measure of fair retaliation, as well as of 
essential policy, the American Govern- 
ment had no reason to complain of us, but 
should in the first instance have sought 
redress against Bonaparte, and on the re- 
jection of their reasonable demands, have 
entered into a hearty co-operation with 
this country, as well from motives of in- 
terest as of national honor. The subject 
resolves itself simply into this question— 
shall we suffer America to trade with 
France, and the Countries dependant on 
her, all obliged to be at war with us, while 
France will not permit America to trade 
with Great-Brttain, when she has no pow- 
er to enforce her presumptuous and ridi- 
culous Decrees against us? 


Extract from Mr. Canning’s Sheech in the 
House of Commons, March 1. 


“ After all, to what d‘d the proposition 
from Mr. Pinckney amount? It was this 
—that when Great-Britain yave up all her 
Orders in Council, that of the 6th of Jan- 
vary, 1807, as well as the rest, then the 
president would, some time or other, sus- 
pend the embarge —There was no pre- 
cise time specified for this. Butthe Non- 
intercourse was still to Bein force by 
which the best half of your commerce 
would be cut off. 

“ The proposal itself was a mere mock- 
ery ; the one half of their ships released 
by the removal of the embargo, would 
have gone into the ports of France ; how 
Were they to prevent this? A partial em- 
bargo, admitting trade with England, and 
not with France, was a contradiction in 
terms, it was perfect Ronsense ; in pro- 
portion tothe necessities of France would 
be the number of the ships that cleared 
out for that country. If the embargo was 
taken of that day, he could know to-mor- 
row, at Lloyd’s what was the price of ‘in- 
surance of American ships to France or 
Holland. What were the acts of hostility 
displayed by this country? In spite of the 
Non-Intercourse Act we had twice passed 
acts in favor of American commerce.—, 
The Non-Importation act alone, in other 
times, would have been sufficient ground 
of war.”

The opinions we 


have so often expressed relative to our 
conduct to America, and the conduct of 
America to us, we need not repeat—— 
Her conduct of the one has been as full of 
forbearance as the conduct of the other 
has been full of partiality. The breaking 
of all commercial intercourse between 
nations was the act not of Great-Britain, 
but of America—The Embargo was not 
the effect of our orders im council as the 
opposition so repeatedly and positively 
asserted they were: an assertion in which 
they are contradicted by Mr. Pinckney 
himself, who in his letter, to Mr. Can- 
ning dated on the 10th of October Jast, 
(see the further papers presented to the 
commons relating to America, and order- 
ed to be printed omthe 22d ult.) says, the 
referring to a conversation with Mr. Can- 
ning. ‘ I believe that mo cofty of your or- 
ders of November, had arrived m the U. 
States at the date of the President’s Mes- 
sage,” proposing the Embargo —Mr. 
Pinckney even goes further, and this is of 
very great importance. He seems to 
think that France had contributed to pro- 
duce the Embargo. He says immediate- 
ly after the possage we have quoted above, 
** that a recent change in the conduct ol

' France to our prejudice did spgear to be 


known =«that intelligence hadbeen receiv. 
ed and a belief entertained of your inten- 
tion to adopt some further measure, ae a 
retaliation against France, by whiclt our 
commerce and out mghts would be affeet- 
ed” What now becomes of the argu- 
ments on which so much stress was laid 
that our orders were produced in a great 
measure by a hostile spirit towards Amer- 
ica? Mr. Pinckney himself tells us, that 
the measure we were expected to adopt 
was a measure whose sole object was to 
retaliate against France.—That in its op- 
eration it might injure America, was an 
effect which could not be prevented. The 
blame rested with France, whose decrees 
had compelled us to retaliate by our or- 
ders ir council. 

Mr. Stephens made one of the ablest 
speeches we ever heard. Mr. White- 
bread’s motion was negatived by a major- 
ity of 145 to 83. 


Extract of a letter from a resfectable Com- 
mercial House in Liverfiool to another in 
Phitadelfia :— 


Liverpoot, 3d March, 1809. 

The daily arrival of vessels which have 
broke the Embargo, has had a very mate- 
rial effect upon our market, and prices of 
most descriptions of American Produce. 
are much Jower than they were when we 
had last the pleasure to address you ;— 
twenty-six vessels of the above description 
are arrived in this port and five in other 
ports of the kingdom ; indeed, so general 
was the belief, that the American govern- 
ment could not enforce the embargo laws, 
that up to the -!8th ult. sales could with 
difficulty be effected with any moderate 
deduction from former prices. Cottons 
have been more materially affected than 
any other speciés of produce. On the 
20th ult. affairs began to wear a more fa- 
vorable appearance, and some considera- 
ble sales of Upland Georgia Cottons were 
effected at 2s. Sd 1-2 to 2s. 6d.; anad- 
vance from the 18th ult. of full 2d. per 
ib.: since then prices have again gone 
down to 2s. 4d. but at present are reviving, 
and should nothing particular occur, will, 
we have no doubt, be 2s. 6d in a very few 
days—the prospect for the speculative 
purchaser is much more certain than it 
was some time back ; for though the state 
of the manufactures are by no means en- 
couraging, yet manufacturers’ stocks of 
every description are exhausted, and the 
daily consumption must necessarily be 
drawn from the ports. : 

Ashes have remained much more stea- 
dy than cotton, owing to the situation of 
the holders ; indeed a very material cause 
of the fluctuation of the latter article, is 
the consignments which arrive from the 
West-Indies and South America, the con- 
signees of which do not consider them- 
sclves justified in holding at the present 
comparative high prices. Timber and 
staves Temain excessively high; of thopc 
there is none of the growth of the United 
States remaining at market. Fine Quer- 
citron bark would command an exorbitant. 
price, none being left on hand; of the in- 
ferior qualities, very little remains and it 
sells readily at the annexed quotation. 

A very inferior parcel of fiax seed-was 
sold by auction on Wednesday last, at 
30s per 8 gallons. me inferior seed 


8 gals. but owing to the idea of _a supply 
from the Baltic, the latter article is heavy 
at the present momient. Deer skins and 
hides of every description are without de- 
mand. Good American flour wouldcom- 
mand high prices: Wheat has remained | 
Stationary since our last respetts; we, 
nevertheless, still retain the opinion, that 
prices will go higher. Carolinaand Mis- 
sissippi indigo are almos; out. of use, be- 
ing too coarse for the geseral _manufac- 
tures. Naval stores are reduced in price 
since our last respects, though we con- 
ceive the shutting up of the ports of the 
Baltic so certain, that it is our opinion 
they will improve in price. Rice is in 
good demand; some middhng samples 
imported by the embargo-breakers, have 
sold at 548 to 58s percwt. 

Colonial produce for export only is 
more in demanc : considerable quantities 
have been shipped for Malta and Sicily, 
and no doubt the shipments for Heligo- 
land will also be extensive. Dye woods 
of every description are heavy, the want 
of export demand leaves this market quite 
clogged. There is very little Cochineal 
in the market, and the demand considera- 
ble. 

Tobaccos have remained very. heavy, 

and without a possibility of sale, except at 
reduced prices; the cargo by the Sally, 
was sold at public sale on the 17th ult. 
some prime lots fetched 2s 3d to 2s 4d 
for leafs, and the whole cargo, though ve- 
ry inferior, averaged upwards of 194 ; it 
was bought principally by the manufactu- 
rers. 
Very littke has been ‘done recently in 
embargo insurances: during the last 
month the continuance of the embargo to 
the Ist July was insured at 25 "per cent. 
this was however in small sums only ; at 
30 per cent. a few large sums were done. 
The proposals, which are understood to 
be the object of the dispatches by the Pa- 
cific, we hope will be accepted by our pov- 
ernment—we are not, however, very san- 
guine on the subject.

IMPORTANT. 


The vessel which brings the subsequent 
news, is a French letter of marque, sent 
out with dispatches for America, with or- 
ders to step at the first port. Bonaparte 
appears to have his hands full. A war 
between him and Austria seems inevitable. 
His sending a Dispatch vessel here is an 
unexpected act of condescension. This, 
with the removal of HIS Embargo on A- 
merican vessels, looks favorable to us.

A French gentleman, a passenger, polite- 
ly favored fa with a file of French paiets 
tothe 19th of last month; andi manu- 
script copy of a new imperial Decree. 

The accounts from the European conti- 
nent, in these papers, are neafly @ month 
later than before received. War between 
France and Austria had not commenced, 
though the declaration of it was daily ex- 
pected. The French Ambassador, and 
the Ministers of the Confederation of the 
Rhine, had quitted Vienna; and all the 
troops in the North, underthe controul of 
Bonaparte, were in motion,.—100,000 of 
the troops which were in Spain had return- 
ed into France; and were moved towards 
Bavaria. The Emperor was in: Paris at 
the last date. We find but little mention 
made of Russia; and that little did not in- 
dicate any thing like her taking a part tn 
the war against Austria. Thé peace be- 
tween Turkey and England.is. attributec 
in the Paris papers to the interference of 
Austria, gi ied 

The tidings from Spain, ate, Saragossa. 
surrendered the 24th February: alter a 
memorable siege; the particulars of 
which fill three of the papers:— About 
10,000 of the garrison had passed Bay- 
onne.—-The south of Spain had not been 
overrun; nor had Cadiz been invested — 
The French had entered Oporto (Portu- 
gal) and were advancing on Lisbon. 

The Brest fleet, at the latest date, re- 
mained near Rochefort... 

On the subject of American affairs, 
these papers are wholly silent. An Ii- 
perial decree releases a part of our ves- 
sels in France. It will be recollected, 
that the French have long detained Amer- 
ican vessels under various prete>ces :-— 
But some time since an Embargo was 
laid on all American vessels in the ports 
of France. The new decree effects such 
as were detained by his general embargo. 
They are permitted to return direct to 
the United States, giving bonds. The 
others.are still detained. __ 

The above arrival gave rise to numer- 
ous vapid reports yesterday; but they 
were destitute of foundation in truth.— 
We have seen nothing which looks like 
an accemmodation with France ; or the 
abrogation of her decrees.
